2. WISNIEWSKI SENT UNESCO DIRECTOR GENERAL M'BOW 

8 JULY 1975 PROPOSING DATES OF UNESCO MEETING IN WARSAW 
FOR 20-22 OCTOBER FOLLOWED BY EXCURSIONS ON 23-24 
OCTOBER. ACCORDING TO LETTER, IT ANTICIPATED THAT PER- 
SONALITIES FROM FOLLOWING COUNTRIES WILL PARTICIPATE IN 
MEETING: 

A. SOCIALIST COUNTRIES: USSR, BULGARIA, ROMANIA, 
HUNGARY, GDR, CSSR, CUBA, MONGOLIA AND YUGOSLAVIA. 
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B. WESTERN COUNTRIES: FRANCE, FRG, GREAT BRITAIN, 
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BELGIUM, NETHERLANDS, DENMARK, SWEDEN, EINLAND, NORWAY, 
ITALY, USA, CANADA, PORTUGAL, GREECE AND AUSTRIA. 

C. DEVELOPING COUNTRIES: ALGERIA, EGYPT, INDIA, 

GUINEA, AEGHANISTAN, SENEGAL, MEXICO, TUNISIA, IRAN, 
COLOMBIA AND PERU. LETTER ALSO SAYS: "WE HAVE INTENTION 
TO CONEER CHAIRMANSHIP OF MEETING TO REPRESENTATIVES OF 
USSR, USA, FRANCE AND GREAT BRITAIN. AT SAME TIME 
WE CONSIDER THAT POLAND, AS ORGANIZER OE EORUM, WILL 
TAKE PART IN CHAIRING MEETING". 

3. LETTER CONTINUES THAT GENERAL THESIS OF MEETING, 
PREPARED BY POLAND, WILL BE SENT TO EACH PERSONALITY 
INVITED AND ESTABLISHES BASE EOR DISCUSSIONS AT MEETING. 
NINE SUBJECTS TO BE DISCUSSED BY FOLLOWING COUNTRIES ARE 
AS EOLLOWS: 

A. POLAND, SUBJECT I: "THE LOSSES CAUSED TO HUMAN 
SOCIETY BY WORLD WAR II, AND ESPECIALLY IN THE 
PHYSICAL DOMAIN OF MAN, AS WELL AS IN THE DOMAIN OE 
SCIENCE, EDUCATION AND CULTURE." 

B. ERANCE, SUBJECT 2 AND 7 (REGROUPED): "2. THE CREATION 
OE UNESCO - DIRECT RESULT AND ATTENDANT TO THE 
HISTORICAL AND WORLD-WIDE VICTORY OE THE ANTI-HITLERIAN 
COALITION OE NATIONS DURING WORLD WAR II." "7. THE ROLE 
OE INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN THE DOMAIN OE EDUC- 
ATION, SCIENCE AND CULTURE, AND OE INEORMATION FOR THE 
CONSOLIDATION OF PEACE AND MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING." 

C. USSR AND EINLAND, SUBJECT 3 AND 5 (REGROUPED): 

"3. THE DEVELOPMENT OE THE SUGGESTION AND PRACTICE OF 
PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE IN MENTIONING THE ACTIVITES AND 
CONCEPTION OF UNESCO." "5. THE ROAD TO VICTORY OVER 
RACISM IN THE EORMULATION OE A NEW ROUTINE IN EUROPE 
AND IN THE WORLD, EAVORING THE CONSOLIDATION OE PEACE, 

OE THE SECURITY OE SOCIAL PROGRESS, AS WELL AS COOPERA- 
TION AMONG PEOPLES." 

D. ALGERIA, SUBJECT 4: "THE EEEECT OE VICTORY OVER 
LIMITED OEEICIAL USE 
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RACISM IN THE ACCELERATION OP THE LIQUIDATION OP THE 
COLONIAL SYSTEM, AS WELL AS THE REINFORCEMENT OP 
SOVEREIGNTY AND NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE." 

E. INDIA, SUBJECT 6: "INTERNATIONAL ACTION EOR THE 
RESPECT AND EXPANSION OP HUMAN RIGHTS. THE IDEOLOGY AND 
PRACTICE OF FASCISM AS SUPREME EXAMPLE OP THE VIOLATION 
OP THE RIGHTS OP MAN, THE EIGHT AGAINST ALL PORMS OP 
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DISCRIMINATION, ESPECIALLY RACIALISM AND APARTHEID, THE 
RESPECT AND ECONOMICAL SOCIAL AND CULTURAL EXPANSION OF 
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THE RIGHTS OF MAN. 

F. CANADA, SUBJECT 8: "THE EDUCATION OF YOUTH IN A 

SPIRIT OF PEACE AND UNDERSTANDING AMONG PEOPLES, AS WELL 
AS THE ROLE OF THE YOUNG GENERATION IN THE CONSOLIDATION 
OF PEACE, IN INTERNATIONAL UNDERSTANDING AND RESPECT OF 
HUMAN RIGHTS." 

G. MEXICO: SUBJECT 9: "THE OBLIGATIONS OF CREATORS, 

OF THE PERSONNEL OF EDUCATION, SCIENCE AND CULTURE IN 
THE CONSTRUCTION OF A WORLD FREED FROM WAR, BASED ON THE 
PRINCIPLES OF EQUALITY, PROGRESS AND SOCIAL JUSTICE." 

4. LETTER CONCLUDES THAT IT ANTICIPATED SHORT SPEECH 
WILL BE DELIVERED BY REPRESENTATIVE OF UNESCO 
SECRETARIAT AT OPENING OF THIS SOLEMN MEETING AND IT 
EXPECTED 50 - 60 PERSONS FROM PRECEDING (PARA 2 ABOVE) 
COUNTRIES WILL ATTEND. 
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5. SUPPLEMENTING FOREGOING INFO, POLISH PERMREP TOLD 
US DEPUTY PERMREP THAT ''HIGH-LEVEL" UNESCO SECRETARIAT 
OFEICIAL WILL ATTEND OPENING. DECISION NOT YET EIRM, 
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BUT DRAGOLUB NAJMAN (YUGOSLAV NATIONAL) ADG FOR 
COOPREX, MAY BE DESIGNATED. FINANCIAL SUPPORT FOR WAR- 
SAW MEETING WILL BE $12,000, FUNDS COMING UNDER PARTICI- 
PATION PROGRAM. AS FINAL POINT, POLISH NATIONAL COMMI- 
SSION WOULD LIKE US TO PARTICIPATE IN MEETING. COMMIS- 
SION IS AWARE OE US OPPOSITION TO COMMEMORATING 30TH 
ANNIVERSARY VOICED AT 18TH GEN. CONF, WHICH PRECLUDES 
SENDING OEFICIAL US GOVERNMENT REPRESENTATIVE, BUT 
DOES HOPE IT WILL BE POSSIBLE FOR AN AMERICAN IN PRIVATE 
CAPACITY TO PARTICIPATE AT MEETING.
